TH E colony of [*] Surinam, on the coaft \P* 
of Guiana in South America, was fubjeft ^^^ 
to the crown of England, and -was the prd- 
prietorfhip of the then lord Willoughby of Par- 
ham, when the war broke out between England and 

Hoi-

[a] The Province of Guiana is bounded by the mouth of the 
river Oroonoko, and the Northern or Atlantic Ocean, on the 
north and eaft ; by the country of the Amazons, on the fouth* 
and by the provinces of New Andalufia, and Granada, on the 
weft. It extends from 49° 20* to 64° of well longitude; an/i 
from the equator to 9 of north latitude : being about 1200 miles 
in extent, along the Atlantic Ocean, from the mouth of the river 
Oroonoko, to the mouth of the river of Amazons ; and about 540 
miles from north to fouth.— -The beft geographers divide this ter- 
ritory into two parts; Guiana Proper, called alfo £1 Dorada, or 
the Gold Country, by the Spaniards, on account of the immenie 
riches it was once ftippofed to contain ; and Caribana, or Caribi- 
ana ; the former of which is properly the inland country, and the 
latter lies along the coaft. — All that part of the coaft which lies 
to the fouth of the North Cape, has been yielded to the crown 
of Portugal, and is included as a part of Brazil : the French, haye

£6aft : and tiie Dutch have Surinam : but all the interior part of 
the country is inhabited by feveral numerous nations of Indians. 
—The fca coaft of this country is generally low, and fubje& to 
inundations from a multitude of riven, that run precipitately 
from the mountains in the inland country during the ndny Sea- 
son. The air is cxceSfive hot, and very unhealthful ; especially in 
fuch parts of the country as are not cleared of woods : but there 
sure fome Situations tolerably cool and healthful, where the air has 
a free paflage, and is uninfe&ed by the ooze and fait maiShes.— 
There are feveral considerable riven, befides thofe of Oroonoko 
and die river of Amazons. Iblts biftary of South Jmtrica* p. 497 • 

Dutch Guiana extends along the coaft, from the mouth of the 
river Oroonoko, in 9 of north latitude, to the river Maravini in 
6° 20* of north latitude. The chief Settlement was called Suri- 
nam, which is Situated five leagues within the river of the fame 
toame in 6° i& of north latitude 1 but the Dutch have given the 
name of Surinam to all the country, for feveral hundred miles 
about this town ; and look upon themfelves as fovereigns of it : 
for indeed, this is the only part of the continent of America left 
in the pofleSEon df the Dutch, ftnee the Portuguese drove them 
from Brazil, and the Englifh expelled them from New York.— 
Twtf leagues above die mouth of the river Surinam, is the town 
of Paramaribo, which is now the capital of the colony.-— The 
chief trade of the inhabitants confiib in the product of the coun- 
try, which is fugar, tobacco, coffee, gums, wood for dying, Cot- 
ton, flax, and Skins, that are fent to Holland in exchange fbr

/I{ was thrf< Zealand fquadron, commanded by ad- 
miral Quirini, which thus took the: cotofcy of Suri- 
nam 

tneca, Cpfcentyiv and Barbice., Tiefe fivers fvarm with many 
kinds, of *&; and the wood* .arc filled with game of wild beafts 
.and wild fowl, which very plentifully' maintain the tables of the 
inhabitants; -fo that * the principal charge the planters are at for 
toufekeeping is for bread, wine, jpioc^candlea, and (bap. The 
country confifts of all forts of high and low champain land, with 
many large favaanahs for pafhires, well watered, and wooded with 
anany fine kinds of ufeful timber, fit for building honfes, fmall 
ihipping, and other (things, enough, as he affirmed, for the ufe 
of that colony and Barbadoes for evert and, by the richnefs of 
it& foil, a planter in Surinam, with 100 Jkvea, could make more 
/ugar in one year, than a planter in Barbadoes could do in three 
years, with the (ame number of (laves.. This: colony, from the 
year 1685 to 1695, with about 1200 white pqopfe, men, women, 
*ad children, and 6000 (laves, made, from about a hundred plan- 
tations* 6000 hogiheads of fugar a year. Jn 1710, the inhabi- 
tants were increafed to 1 500 Europeans, and 40,000 flaves; whofe 
labour incxeaied the growth of fugar* proportionably. The only 
town then in the colony was Paramaribo ; and they Jiad two forts, 
the one called Zealandia, and the other SommeUdyk, which were 
of.no great defence. He aUedged, that the planters of Surinam 
would 'be the richeft people, and the land the inoft floorifhing 
colony in America, if it was not for the exceffive fines, which 
nipped them in their bud, and kept them from rifing, under the 
arbitrary power, of the Dutch proprietors, who grew immenfely 
ticfc ty A* taxes and cuftoms impofed upon the inhabitants. He 
reported, that the whole country of Guiana was furrounded with 
water; having to the eaft the river of Amazons, which is about 
150 miles broad from cape to cape; to the weft, the Oroonoko, 
about 40 miles broad at the mouth ; to the fouth, by the lake of 
Parrema, which is about 80 miles over, and feeds thofe two 
■mighty rivets j and to the north, by the north Tea of America: 
fo that the land of Guiana may rather be called an ifland, than 
part of the main continent of America ; and this ifland of Guiana 
is full as large as the whole kingdom of France. He faid, it was 
reported by the Spaniards, who fettled in Surinam long before Lord

nam from the English •, and the articles of capitu- 
lation , concluded upon between that admiral and 
{ colonel 

Willoughby made his fettlement in that country, that there are 
more and better mines of gold and iilver in Guiana, than in 
Mexico or Peru : and that the Spaniards never would have aban- 
doned that colony, if they had not been expelled by the native 
Indians, Mr. Clifford's printed cafe, publijhed in 17 U, /. 59* 
And alfo his manufcnpt cafe, p. 4 1 • v. , 

The French feized upon tins country 1016409 but foon abandoned 
it<$ whereupon the Englifh took poffeffion of it, and kept it, in a 
ilouriihing condition, till it was taken from them by the Dutch in 
1667. The Dutch afterwards cut down lb many trees, that they 
gave the fun and wind an opportunity of drying the foil ; which 
rendered the climate much more healthy and plea&nt. The great 
number of Dutch people, who have made plantations here, have 
raifed this colony to iuch a very flouriihing ftate, that it has. ex- 
tended itfelf about 100 miles above the mouth of .the river Sur»- 
nam, where the mountains ferve them as. a barrier againft the in*- 
curQons of the Indians, who cannot be civilized. Befides, there 
are now feme other towns in this province ; as Machaiiby, on the 
eaftern banks. of the river Corretine, about 60 miles >fonth-weft of 
Paramaribo ;,.Mapueta, (even .miles north-eaft of Machariby^ 
' Kyckoveral, 40 miles north- well of Mapueta*- Warawalli, 44 
miles weft of Paramaribo; ths Dutch colony, 18 miles north of 
Warawalli; New Zealand, j 2Z miles north- weft of Paramaribo*; 
New lyiiddleburg, 9 miles weft of New Zealand; andfome othexs 
of little confequence. Th$re are between /even and eight hun- 
dred families in the colony, befides Indians, and a, great number 
of negroes, who cultivate about 400 plantations, which are foliated 
along the rivers, and afibrdJmmenfe profy to the proprietors.

Sir Walter Raleigh has left us a good account of this country, 
where he undertook an expedition which coil him his life. This 
great man was condemned to die, in 1603, for .a pretended con- 
spiracy to dethrone King James I, on his acceifion to the crown of 
.England. He was imprifoned thirteen years in the Tower <tf 
^London under this (entence, which was known to-be cruel and 
•njuiL The King was confeious that Raleigh was injnred; and,

colonel WiHiajn Byam, the Englift} lieutenant- 
general 

in 1.617, Kfte ne 4 to his propofal for- an expedition to America, in 
queft of a gold mine, which he had formerly discovered on the 
coaft of Guiana. The king granted him a commiflion for under- 
taking thi3 expedition; by virtue of which lie engaged fevcral 
perfbns in his project, who fupplied him with money to fit out 
twelve (hips, with which he departed that year in fearch of the 
mine. He landed at the mouth of the Oroonoko, and fent Key- 
mifh to difcover the mine, with proper inftru&ions, particularly, 
"< to pafs up to the weftward of the mountains, from whence he 
bad lefs than three miles to the mine; and to encamp, that he 
might make trial what depth and breadth the mine held, and 
whether or no it anfwered their hopes : but if they found not the 
jnine to be fo rich as might perfuade the holding of it, he was to 
bring only a bafket or tvvo to fatisfy his majefty, that his defign 
was not imaginary, but true, though not anfwerable to his ma- 
jetty's expectation." Keymifh neglected the difcovery, " thinking 
it a greater error to difcover it to the Spaniards, (themfelves not 
being able to work it, or pofTefs it) than to excufe himfelf to the 
companies that he could not find it." Sir Walter " rejected fuch 
fancies, and di/covered his ignorance; fr that a blind man might 
find it by thofe marks which himfelf had fet down under his handj 
and therefore had he brought to the king but one hundred weight 
of the ore, though with the lofs of an hundred men, he had 
given his majefty fatisfaction, preferred his reputation, and given 
the Engliih nation encouragement to have returned the next year 
with a greater force, and to hav£ held the country for his majefty, 
to whom it belonged ; and of which himfelf had given teftimo- 
ny; thatbefides the excellent air, pleafantnefs, heafthfulnefs, and 
riches, it hath plenty of corn, Fruit, fifti, fowl, both wild and 
tame; beavers, horfes, fheep, oils, honey, wax, potatoes, fugar- 
canes, medicaments, balfams, flmples, gums, and what not." 
Keymifh killed himfelf, to avoid the refentment of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, for leaving the mine undifcovered : and it is well known 
how Sir Walter loft his life, on his return to England, to gratify 
the refentment of the Spaniards, for undertaking the difcovery.

general of Guiifia, and governor of Willdughby

Sir Walter tells as, that '? Keymiibwa* within two hours inarch 
of the urine;, and if <thfc commanders had pinched their prifoner, 
he would have told them of two or three geld mines more, and 
a 'fiver mine, not above four miles from -the town ; and have 
given them the names of the pofiiiTors, with the reafons why they 
forbore to work them at that time, and when they left off from 
working them i which they did as well becaufe they wanted ne- 
groes, as becaufe they feared the Engliih, French, or Dutch, 
would have forced them from thole mines, being once thoroughly 
opened, having not fufficient ftrength to defbnd'themlelves." He 
*« protefted before God, that the governor's man difcovered to 
him the way to five or fix of the richeft /liver mines which the 
Spaniards had, and from which all the mafs of gold which came 
into Spain in effect was drawn." tie obferved, that " a ((range 
fancy had it been in him, to have perfuaded his fon, whom he 
had loft ; and to have perfuaded his wife, whom he left "behind • 
him, tp fell her houfc ait Mitcham* in hopes of enriching them by 
the mines of Guiana, if he himfeif had not feen them with his 
own eyes. For being old and fickly, thirteen years in prilbn, 
and not ufed to air, to travel, and to watching, it being ten to 
one that he never fhould have returned, what madnefs could have 

made him undertake that long and dangerous journey, but the 
suTurance of the mine ? thereby to have done his majefty fervice, 
to have bettered the country by the trade, and to have reftored 
his wife and children to the eflate they had loft ; for in that he 
refufed ail other ways and means." i&V, f. 87. 

The Engliih were attacked by the Spaniards $ and Sir Walter, 
after plundering the Spaniih town of St. Thome, returned to 
England; where count Gondomar, the Spaniih ambafladot, pre- 
vailed on the king to put him to death, that it might deter other 
Engjiftimen from committing hoftilities againft the Spaaisn pof- 
ieffions. The wily Spaniard fuggefted to the king, the wicked 
expedient of cutting off Raleigh by his former fentence, and he 
was beheaded in 1618, for what Drake was knighted by queen 
Elizabeth. Sir Walter, in his fpecch upon the fcaflbld, parti- 
cularly cleared himfeif from the afperfion thrown upon hirn^ 
as if his pretext upon Guiana had ^een a forgery 3 and his fate 

was

Mr. Clifford, in 171 1, to the great honour of Sir Walter Ra« 
' fcigh, confirmed the account that great and unfortunate man for- 
merly gave of Guiana; whereupon the Dutch fent fome miners 
from Amftevdanv to Surinam,' who opened a mine, and found it 
produced good gold ; as appears by two letters, wrote in 1718, 
"from- Kfr. Carruthcrs, who had been director of Mr. Clifford's 
dbueV in which letters, he fays, " The States-General had 
gnmfcd, the fociety of Surinam, an order, for them to levy a tax 
of about 1 $0,000 1. fterling, . to be paid in ten years, at ten equal 
payments, to commence ih January 1719, for fortifying the co«

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Surinam was at that time a well cukivajfed colony^ 
which induced -many of the Englifh planters to: take 
the benefit of the articles of capituhttipn, and, 
under the terms therein prescribed* to fubmit to the 
Dutch government, whereby t^ey were to be pro- 
ved and fccured in , their perform eftates, . and 
-efFe&s. 

A treaty of peace foon followed between England 
and Holland, when a motley miniftry prefided in 
England, who took no carp, to carry on the war* with 
.^vhich King Charles II. was heartily difgufted •, as it 
had conveyed no advantage to himfelf, nor honour 
to the nation [d] 9 whicfy was; greatly alarmed and 
hurt by the plague that broke out in London ix> 

1665, and the fjreadful fi re thaf happened there iq 

1 666. France and Denmarlc [e] allied with the 
Dutch in carrying" on this war againft England : 

but the Dutch had fuffered a great lols, and were 
very [/], defirous of a peace, which was protrafted 

tiU 

pofitions, and bear the lame charges, which were impofed on 
them before the country was conquered, according to the tenor of 
the aft made by lord Willoughby.— XVI. That the records (hall 
be delivered and fecured in the hands of the governor; arid that a 
perfect lift mail be given of the inhabitants, flaves, cattle, cop- 
pers, &c. which are in the country; as alfo a lift of the Chriftian 
and Hebrew inhabitants that are in every divifion. — XVII. That 
£xty negroes (hall be fent by the inhabitants to work at the fort, 
for four months, if occafion fhall require them fo long. XVIII, 
XIX. That the inhabitants which are willing to go off with this 
fleet, fhall not be detained by any debts, &c.

pit ' tfas Dutch ihamed the ' Engltfla by .burning the 
uayal [^ } navy at Chatham* In June 1667. 

Thii invafion acceferated the peice, which was far 
firim being lb' honourable tb England, as that ntedc 
yith the Dutch by CromweH ill »654.\ ! Indeed, the 
Dutch acknowledged* the honour of the Britilh flag; 
but they gave no fatisfa&ion for the two fhips, which 
was the pretenfion of the* quarrel' [b]. 

The Dutch had been expelled from Nova Belgia 
in North America by the Englilh 5 who had alfo 
been driven out of Surinam in South America by 
the Dutch : therefore Nova Belgia, fince c&lled 
New York, was then ceded to England, and Suri- 
nam to the Dutch [t] ; becaufc, by the 3d article 

n pf this treaty of peace, both nations were to keep 
what they got of each other during the war; and 
great care was taken to fecure thofe acquifitions, as 

. kppears by the two fallowing \lf\ articles of this tteaty 
of peace and alliance which was concluded at Breda, 
on the 31ft of July 1667.' J°g *■•

The occafion of this afreft was as follows/ The 
governor had artfully prevailed on Mr. Clifford's 
Wife to enter a petition and complaint againft her 
hufband, before his excellency and the council of 
polity and juffice : But Mrs. Clifford was foon con-' 
tinced that this was a malicious ftratagem, to pre- 
sent her hufband from difcofing of his eftate, and 
removing his effe&s to Jamaica, as he intended j 
vfrhich is very apparent from the following petition," 
faithfully tranflated from the Dutch, and prefented 
by her as fbon as fhe was undeceived*

By the laws of Holland, under which Surinam was 
then governed-, Mr. Clifford wanted no power from 
his wife to fell and remove what eftate and effefts he 
had with her ; for, by virtue of that marriage, and 
cpnformable to the Dutch laws, he was as much em- 
powered both to fell and remove her effedts, as if the* 
fame had been his own property before marriage : 
But they impofed this fine and ^extraordinary ftntence

of the capitulation and treaties of peace; the go- 
vernor was refolved to harrafs and opprefi him in 
every (hape that could be devifcd -, therefore, after 
this arreft was put upon his eftate, the governor 
caufed many vexatious and expenfive actions and pro- 
fecutions, both civil and criminal, to bg commenced 
againft Mr. Clifford, with a view to impoverifti his 
fortune, and run him fo far in debt, as to detain him 
a prifoner at Surinam, and prevent his departure for

fine of 5000 lb. laid on Mrs. Clifford, and cods 
thereon, Mr. Clifford paid 24,614.1b. of fugar; for 
the charges of execution amounted to 12,3541b.

The fame day, by a fentence [d J on the complaint of 
Jan Hendrick Clements, on pretence of beating him, 
without any c-vidence, Mr. Clifford was fined 2000 lb.

a reputed Spaniard, relating to the title of a piece of. 
land in Jamaica, Mr. Clifford was condemned in a 
fine of 62 8 1 lb. of fugar, and paid, with the charges', , 
11,5961b. of fugar-, although Mr. Clifford told the 
governor in council, that the title to all lands in Ja- 
maica could be only cognizable before the courts of 
judicature in that ifland, and according to the laws of 
England.

Mrs. Clifford, wearied out with thefe arbitrary adts 
of injuftice, departed from Surinam the fame year, to

- Mr)XZWdrdi> when his ifrife quitted the colony, 
prefentcd feveral petitions to the governor and council, 
to remove the afreft illegally laid upon his eftate, as" 
alfofor perthiffion to fell his plantation, and remove 
bis effefts to Jamaica; but all his applications were 
vain, and new afts of injuftice were continually 
thrown upon him till the year 1695, whereby his for- 
tune -was impoverilhed, his plantation ruined, his 
perfonimprifoned, arid his life not only endangered, 
bat dire&ty ftruck at in a pretended courfe of law;

friend : but the people of England were tired of 
filch a monarch, and joined wifih the people of Hoi- 
hhd to place-their <ft*tkholder off the throne, of his 
father-in-law in 1688. James II. made fudi naval

August nor and council, on the 5th of Auguft .1689, con- 
5, 1689. demned him in a fine [ni] of 30,000 lb. of fugar, of 
which 20,000 lb. were for the filial, ^nd 10,000 lb r 
for the ufe of the treafury. By this fentence, Mr* 
Clifford was alfo to beg pardon on his knees for pre- 
fenting that memorial $ and the fentence was called a 
[*] gracious /entente, which coft him 30,000 lb. of 
fugar, and 5484 lb. for charges. 

The governor, in 1688, fuffered captain Wood- 
bury, an Englifhman, to unload and load his fhip at 
Surinam, without giving the ufual fecurity to pay 
fuch debts as he fhould contraft in the colony before 
his departure from thence : but Woodbury, upon the 
rumour of a war, failed privately away ; and the go- 
vernor arretted ninety hogfheads of fugar belonging 
to Mr. Clifford to pay Woodbury's debts, for no 

other reafon than becaufe Mr. Clifford was hiscoun- 
tryman, which coft him 78001b. for laftage duty, 

and 2692 lb. for [0] charges. Befides, by a fentence 
dated the 6th of March 1692, Mr. Clifford was con- 
demned in two other fines on this account, the one 
for 7800 lb. of fugar, and the other for 1200 lb. on 
pretence of breaking the arreft laid on hi? effefts to

cern.^}; 

In all complaints and proceedings againft Mr. 
Clifford* thfc govern6r and council never required 
any proofs, nor examined any witnefles ; but palled 
fentence for whatever was demanded : and when 
Mr. Clifford produced any witnefles himfelf, they 
Were refufed credit, andwere fo much affronted by 
the court, that few would appear in his [q] behalf • 
ifo, that at laft, he was left deftitute of friends, and 
abandoned to the mercy of a cruel fet of enemies, 
who wanted to deprive him of his life, which they 
now undertook to do in a moft unparallelled 
manner. 

Mr. Clifford had a difpute with Henry Mackin- Seftim- 
toih, concerning the fale of a negro flave ; on which *g£ f * * 
account the governor profecutcd Mr. Clifford for his 
life, and confifcation of his eftate. The court con- 
demned him in a fine of [r] 150,0001b. weight of 
fugar, and cofts of fuit -, gave the negro to Mackin- 
tofh, without fancying Mr. Clifford for him ; and 
sjlfb further condemned Mr. Clifford to be wbipt 
(V] to deaths which part of the fentence was changed 
to /even years imprifonment. Such a cruel fentence 
was; attended with immenfe 'lofies, and the moft ag- 
gravating circumftances; which makes it neceffery 
to open tli4t iniquitous tranfa&ion in the light that it

" That Jeronimy Clifford had fold him a negro. 
(lave, named Cazfar, for 6000 lb. of fugar,; which 
fla^e was to be delivered to the petitioner as foon as 
the fugar was cured for payment. That the peti- 
tioner defired Mr. Clifford to deliver him the. {aid 
negro, and to receive the 6000 lb. of fugar in full 
iktisfalfion for him, which he promifed to do : but 
fince that time, he found he could fell the faid negro 
for a greater fum, and fought to annul and make 
Void the bargain. $bat Mr. Clifford came on the 
petitioner's plantation with the Scboot John Star- 
phortius, and, without any order from the governor,, 
arretted all the petitioner's fugars then {landing in 
his boiling-hpufe, under pretence, that the fame jrcrc ; 
for the ufe of the heir of Samuel Lodge, deceafed> 
to whom the petitioner was not bound to deliver 
above eight hogfheads of fugar. Vbat Mr. Clifford 
made this arreft out of fpight, only to acquit him- 
fclf of the fide of the laid negro : therefore^ the pe- 
titioner prayed, that his fugars might be acquitted 
from the arreft -, and that Mr. Clifford might be

The governor iflued an order, decreeing, " That s * PT ™- 
becaufe Mf.

pofed his orders, he therefore ordered the fifcal, to 
declare this laft time to Mr. Clifford, that he fhould, 
without any farther delay, deliver the faid negro to 
Mackifttofh > but if Mr. Clifford delayed the lame, 
thefifcal was to bring him immediately into the fore 
part of the fort, and to remain there in arreft upon 
his ownjeoft, till he delivered over the feid negro to 
Mackintofh." [#] * . . 

The fame day, the fifcal, Peter'Muneix, figned 
and publifhcd a declaration importing, " That he 
had read the governor's order twice to Mr. Clifford, 
and told him his honour's intentions ; upon which 
Mr. Clifford gave him for anfwer, that he never op* 
pofed arty orders, nor denied to fulfil the fentencd 
pronounced againft him by the governor and council*

^^HE provincial filcal having examined both 
. the petitions prefented to the governor and 
council of polity the 6th of September laft, who put 
the fame into his hands to inftitute his adtion againft 
Clifford -, and taking into confideration the remarks 
bf the gentlemen of the council, finds, that the firft 
petition is full of lyes, and founded capricioufly-to 
deceive the council, and to occafion diferders; and the 
other full of threatning words, and flighting of the go- 
vernment, who find this cafe, as it is, to be of lb ill a 
cohfequence,- that they are faults which cannot be 
pardoned, without a great punifhment; becaufe it is 
no fmall crime to endeavour to delude and lead aftray 
the judges, and to ciirb them, as if the governor 
and council had not adminiftercd him juftice, which 
they are in confcience bound and obliged to do. And 
it is well known that they feek for nothing more than 
to adminifter good juilice to each party ; and fur- 
ther the prifoner, in his fecond petition, doth irreve- 
rently and difdainfully flight the council; whereas every 
perfon is bound to treat their judges with all relpeft 
•and obedience imaginable, otherwife it is a crime 
that tends to the deflrudtion of this government, 
who cannot fubfift without refpeft and authority, in-

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folnucfo thatthofe two qualities are infeperable, and 
lie that toucheth {he one damageth the other : and 
lince the prilbner hath pra&ifed fuch things feveral 
times formerly, as may be feen by the writings taken 
out of the records at the fecretary's office, which are 
hereunto annexed : by all which it (hews the ill na- 
ture of the prifcticr to this prefent time.

.Mr. Shepherd dttd Mr. Gardner, two' merchants appointed by 
the Ichrds comrraffioiivrs far trade and plantations, " to examine 
and date the accounts and demands delivered in by Mr. Clifford, 
relating to damages fuilained by him at Surinam, by means of 
unjuft fentence given againfl him by the government of the faid 
place, and other oppreflions which he fuffered in his ptfribn and 
eftaie;" reported to their lord (hip i, on . the iothof May, 1705* 
9C That, by the fentence of the 91k of January, 1692, relating to 
a conteft about the fale of a negro flave' from Mr. Clifford to 
Henrv Mackintosh, they found, that the government of Suri- 
nam carried the profecution againfl Mr. Clifford to fuch a height, 
that the iifcal pro&cuted him for his life, and the court declared 
the faid profecution well-grounded: but, in commiferation to 
him, as is alledged, the court ientenced him to bt /even years a 
prifoner in their fort Sommelfdyck, and fined him in 150,0001b* 
of fugar, viz.

Mr, Clifford was imprifoned in the feme fort where 
hiajor Banifter had been confined in the feme man- 
ner, under military execution, without admitting 
bail, or permitting an appeal * which was the prin- 
cipal occafion of the war between England and Hol- 
land [*J in 1672. Mr. Clifford, indeed, was in* 
dulged to build two houfes for himfdf to live in,

his lordihip told him he could not do any thing 
further in the matter ; for the Dutch were a fort of 
people that would receive no ^rong, nor do no 
right, upon any complaint from foreigners. But 
Mr. Clifford prefled his lordfhip to execute the king's 
orders \ and at laft, with a great deal of trouble, 
prevailed on his lordihip to write the following let- 
ter to the fociety of Surinam :

By the opinion of. the two Dutch advocates, in 
1697, it appeared that Mr. Clifford had been highly 
injured at Surinam* and was juftified in making his 
complaint to the ftates-general : but it was now 
thought neceifary to take further advice from three 
other eminent Dutch advocates at Delft, who gave 
their opinion as follows : '»

We think, under favour, and are of belief, on 
the firft queftion ; that whereas, in the beginning of 
the charter granted to Surinam, the 23d of Septem- 
ber, 1682, thefe following words are printed, viz. 

That the colony of Surinam, under the fundamental 
condition and unalterably articles here following, fhall 
fall into the hands, and be given over to the Weft- 
India company of thefe provinces, which they fhall 
enjoy and pofiTefs, with all fuch rights and laws as the 
faid company has and does enjoy in their lands lying 
withifr the limits of their charter granted and given 
them by us formerly. 

And likewife according to the clear text in the

v > ^The go vememm of England 'was ftting with fefeiit- 
men* that Mtv Clifford fhoukl meet with no kind of 
juftice Of redrefs in Holland ; especially as the mean 
attempt of qufeftioamg his birth-right, as an Englifh 
fubjeit, was beneath all artifice, and above all ex- 
peftation. On' this account, Mr, Stanhope, who 
then redded as the' Britifh envoy extraordinary in 
Holland, prefented the following memorial to the 
ifetes general,

This abfolute denial of juftice, and flwmefol preva- m arch 
rication, inftigated Mr. Clifford to make a cate- 6, 1701. 
gorical anfwer to all the allegations in the refolu- 
tion of the ftates-general, as follows :

TYl E ftates -general alledge, That my petitions 
prefented them for fatisfa&ion were an objedt 
of juftice, and ought therefore to be tried and decided, 
not politicly but judicially.

According to the cuftom and law of that co- 
lony, each one -is to do it fix weeks before their de- 
parture, and thereby X fummoned all perfons, that 
had any thing tp pretend of me, or my father's plan- 
tation I left there, to receive fatisfa&ton of me, 
which they did : So, after I had difcharged all debt* 
belonging to me, and my father's eftate there, op the 
1 3th of Ottober following, I departed from Surinam f 
in my {hip Elizabeth, with her full ladings of my ef- 
fects, and left my father's part there, which I could 
not carry £way with me, free of all debts and other 
incumbrances. And whereas no body did ever di£ 
pute the title, or make any the leaft pretention to our 
eftate in Surinam, hitherto ; I cannot think the rea- 
fon, why we muft now make it appear, that no body 
has any lawful pretenfion to our eftate, unlefs the 
fbcfcty of Surinam fhould encourage fome perfons to 
difpute the title of the fame with us, to prevent our 
carrying it aw^ty from Surinam.

J^nd it is well 
known throughout the world* that jyf tliey gave no 
orders* npf had no knowledge of What was done to 
nje ;. yet ,they> as being proprietors of Surinam, are 
anfwerable for the damages done to me *, according • 
to the articles of Capitulation and treaties of peace. 
And if their governors and council did nothing, but 
to maintain good 1 orders and adminiftriag of good 
'juftice, Why dtd the ftates-general releafe me but o£ 
prifon ? And why did the fociety of Surinam difphce 
their governor about it, if I was not injured ? , 

Fifth allegation. 

The ftates-gcnera! lay, That if I am Injured I 

mull not profccute the fociety of Surinam, for the 

, aforefaid reafons in the 4th allegation ; but thofe that 

. I fuppofe to' have damaged me, and to bring my 

€i action in the ordinary courts of juftice* according to 

their refolution taken in. this affair, the iGtb of 

February, 1697,- which refolution they cannot alter j 

nor'riiufl: the fociety be prcfecuted ; for they cannot 

oblige them to make fatisfadtion, by reafon they have 

difplaced their governor about it.

United Provinces 
is to intermeddle with fejitences pronounced at &*- 
rinam : So that their referring me to the ordinary

all the methods prefcritHfd by the urthU* of peace, and 
thz law of nations, tp obtain mfo/jr aqd fatisfaSio^ 
for the wrongs, lojfes, and damages, he had fufbained 
at Surinam, and for removing bis, efiaU out of that 
colony. * 

Under this profpe£t* Mr. Clifford might juftty 
entertain the pleafing expectation of that jnftict 
which had been fo long retarded in Holland, and of 
that redrels which he had been always denied in Su«? 
rinam. Yet Jttft as his expe&ations, and great at 
fais hopes were ; fair as the profpeft appeared be- 
fore, and chearful as the gloom began to diflipate i 
we {hall, to our aftonilhment, find theft expeftationa 
and hopes difappointed and fupprefied, die riling 
profpeft vanifh, and the whole fcene enveloped in a 
jEbonger gloom than ever. 

It is natural to enquire how fuch an unexpected 
transition was occafioned * when it will appear from 
private caufes within, co-operating with public 
taufes without, Nothing elfe could have loaded 
•Mr. Clifford with fuch an additional fcene of diftrefs* 
.and fuch a length of calamity that attended his grey 
Jiairs even to the very grave, where, at laft, he funk 
to reft, under the prefTure of fuch a train of mi£ 
fortunes as feldom happen to the lot of man, in the 
Sift year of his age.

prize amorfg them, and other the principal inhabit 
tants of Surinam, that no perfom came over there to 
ileum that valuable plantation* of which Mr. Cliffor i* 
was formerly inpojfefion^ and which was then the un- 
doubted right and property of bim or bis Reprssenta- 
TfVES. And this deponent further Jaith, that during 
his refidence in Surinam, he made maity remarks 
concerning the ftate c& that colony, and found thar 
it had feveral large rivers, which were navigable a 
great many leagues up the country tor large flrips 5 
and that the lands were generally very good, and 
produced exceeding fine fugar and coffee : and this 
deponent believes, mat the' cultivated and improved 
plantations arc valued at from fifty to Icvenay pounds' 
an acre fierting*
